Is Romulus ready for a third 
topless bar? 

Only four members of the 
Romulus City Council ap- 
peared at Monday night’s 
meeting, but all stated they 
were opposed to such an enter- 
tainment site less than 500 feet 
from the Romulus Wesleyan 
Church. 

The issue was raised when 
Rich P. Wojcik appeared be- 
fore the council with his attor- 
ney Barbara Miller, seeking 
the transfer of a Class C liquor 
license with a dance-enter- 
tainment permit from Gamp 
Enterprises to the Rose Wojcik 
Living Trust. 

According to the official no- 
tice to the council from City 
Clerk Linda Choate “this re- 
quest was before the council 
on Sept. 6, 1995. Council’s mo-

tion was to transfer the liquor 
license, but not the entertain- 
ment permit (which allows top- 
less dancing) subject to 
payment of delinquent taxes.” 

Wojcik paid his grand- 
mother’s delinquent taxes, but 
the Liquor Control unit then 
refused to transfer the license 
based on payment of taxes. 

Choate said the Romulus 
Police Department investi- 
gated the case and recom- 
mended denial based on the 
applicant’s indication that the 
business will be to offer top- 
less female entertainment. 

All three attending Council- 
men Michael Prybyla, Ellis 
Pennington and William Wad- 
sworth as well as Mayor pro 
tern Mary Ann Banks verbally 
opposed the dance-entertain- 
ment permit, but no vote was 
taken.

Romulus woman dies 
in 2-vehicle accident

A 20-year-old Romulus wo- 
man and her 26-year-old West 
land female companion were 
killed last Friday morning, 
when their car was struck 
head-on on Rawsonville Road 
in Washtenaw County. 

The victims were identified 
as Gloria Roby of Romulus, the 
driver, and Angelia Robeson of 
Westland, the passenger. 

Washtenaw County Sheriff’s 
officials state that neither vic- 
tim was wearing a seat belt 
and both died of multiple 
injuries. 

Two men were seriously in- 
jured in the crash. The first 


was Wayne Troutman, 35, of 
Romulus, who was a passenger 
in the Roby car and Glen 
Monty, 23, of Ypsilanti Towns- 
hip, who was the driver of the 
second vehicle. 

Washtenaw authorities re- 
port that Monty was traveling 
north on Rawsonville, when he 
apparently crossed the center 
line and his vehicle struck the 
Roby car head-on near the in- 
tersection of Textile Road. 

Both injured parties are be- 
ing treated at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital in Ann Arbor. 

The accident report states 
that alcohol was a major factor 
in the accident 

No charges have been filed 
at this time.

Need for pool, recreation facilities 


Ending weeks of speculation, the Inkster Board of Education 
voted to offer Dr. Terrel M. LeCesne, assistant superintendent of 
Romulus Community Schools and a former mayor of the city of 
Inkster, the Inkster School Superintendent’s position. 

Acting on a motion offered by trustee Lorenzo A. Moner Jr., 
and seconded by Addie R. Faulk, the board voted 4-0 to pick 
LeCesne as the school district’s next superintendent 

Joining Moner and Faulk in support of the motion were Bev- 
erly J. Johnson, the president of the school board, and Dr. 
Harold Fowler. 

Board members John T. Rucker Jr., Kathyn Hollis and Norma 
McDaniel abstained. According to a board source, the three 
abstentions were “not votes against Dr. LeCesne, but more a 
voice to return to the search process again.” 

“I put forth the motion (to hire Dr. LeCesne) because I felt he 
was the best person for the job,” said Moner, who has champi- 
oned Dr. LeCesne’s nomination during some heated and contro- 
versial debate. “LeCesne has the background and experience 
that this school district needs.” 

LeCesne, who was not available for comment at press time 
Tuesday, will be asked to meet with the board’s personnel panel 
to discuss a contract. The superintendent search team commit- 
tee is made up of Fowler, Faulk, and McDaniel. 

If he accepts the terms of the board’s contract, LeCesne will 
be handling the responsibilities presently delegated to Quentin 
L. Mingo, high school principal who was alleviated to the interim 
school superintendent’s position after the board refused to re- 
new the contract of former school superintendent, Dr. Edmond 
E. Beverly earlier this year. 

Beverly returned to the scene in June and made an unsuc- 
cessful run for one of the two board seats available during the 
annual school board elections. 

The school superintendent’s salary is in the range of $80,000 to 
$90,000 a year. The school district’s enrollment is about 2,125 
students and has an instructional staff of 184 teachers, 60 sup- 
port staff and 16 administrators, according to figures supplied by " 

the school district 

If LeCesne and the school board agree on the terms of a 
contract, LeCesne will become the first person in the city’s his- 
tory to serve both as school superintendent as well as mayor. 
LeCesne was mayor of Inkster from 1975 to 1979.

The birth of a baby is a 
joyous occasion for all those 
involved and usually means a 
hospital stay as short as 36 
hours. In contrast, a prema- 
ture or complicated delivery 
can be devastating and may in- 
volve an undetermined hospi- 
talization for the newborn. 

With the attention and care 
from doctors, nurses and 
health care workers of the 
Neonatal Intensive Care Units 
(NICU) at Oakwood Hospital 
and Medical Center-Dearborn 
and Oakwood Annapolis Cen- 
ter- Wayne, families and new- 
borns have an extensive 
foundation of support. 

Since its inception, nearly 
300 NICU patients have suc- 
cessfully graduated from their 
stay in the NICU.

Thief drops 20 pagers

Now train speed condemned

Veteran Councilman Ellis 
Pennington, long a critic of lo- 
cal railroad passage through 
Romulus, now has turned his 
attention to poor railroad 
crossing conditions and the 
speed of the trains passing 
through the city. 

Pennington has long been a 
critic of the loud train sirens 
sounding in the night, as they 
pass through areas housing se- 
nior citizens. 

But now Pennington has ad- 
ded train speed to the list of 
woes affecting local home 
owners. He asked City Attor- 
ney Barry Seifman to check 
and see if the city can regulate 
the speed of trains, since he 


claims their vibrations at high 
speeds have adverse impacts 
on local homes and other 
buildings. 

Pennington said, “I see our 
attorney shaking his head, so 
in that case I would recom 
mend that we contact our state 
legislators for help in slowing 
down these trains. ..they even 
shake up our residents as they 
are sitting on their porches.” 

Pennington added, “The 
railroads should not have the 
right to destroy private prop- 
erty by literally shaking ce- 
ment loose from foundations.” 

Seifman told Pennington, 
“We may be able to control 
train whistles and bells, and 
even extended road blockages, 
but not the speed of trains."

A request to create a mod- 
ern new playground area at 
Halecreek Elementary School 
was placed on hold Monday 
night, as the school’s Parent- 
Teacher Guild sought match- 
ing funds from the Romulus 
School District for the nearly 
$40,000 project. 

A letter to school board 
members from the Halecreek 
PTG executive board members 
revealed that the parents have 
worked on purchasing some 
needed playgroud equipment 
for the past three years. 

Donna Wilson, PTG leader, 
said the group obtained six 
bids from four different com- 
panies on playground 
equipment 

Wilson revealed that the 
volunteer group has had fund 
raisers and has amassed more 
than $12,000 in funds for the 
project. 

But she explained that the 
cost of the play structure they 
are looking at costs $28,458 in- 
cluding shipping. Installation 
would cost another $9,477 but 
that amount could be trimmed 
if the district’s maintenance 
department could provide the 


installation labor. 

Site preparation could cost 
$730 and even that could be cut 
since some parents have ac- 
cess to large equipment, 
Wilson wrote. 

Wilson said “we are trying 
to obtain donations from local 
businesses to help with the 
funding. We are hoping that 
the school board will match 
our funds or contribute what it 
can towards this project to 
make the playground a safe, 


fun place to play. 

Recently the parents and 
teachers gathered for a week 
end and sanded and painted 
the existing play equipment, 
pending the purchase of the 
updated play equipment. 

Romulus School Board 
President Debra Hoffman said 
the board tabled the request, 
hoping the parents’ group 
would seek other financial 

gifts.

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Streetscape enhances Canton, brings identity 


w 

The whole idea is to give an identity to Canton 
Township.

After more than 10 years of 
delays the Canton Streetscape 
project officially opened 
Thursday alone; Ford Road be- 
tween Sheldon and Morton 
Taylor Roads. 

The project consists of wide 
sidewalks, plants, brick walls, 
and decorative lights. The 
price tag was $2 million, and 
was funded through business 
tax dollars. 

While most communities 
have a downtown to keep 
things centralized. Canton 
Township has no downtown, so 
this project is welcome, said 
Ken Voyles, assistant to towns- 
hip supervisor Thomas Yack. 

“The whole idea is to give 


an identity to Canton Towns- 
hip." Voyles said. “It’s at the 
heart of our commercial cen 
ter." The project is part of 
making the area more “pedes- 
trian-friendly." 

The original plan for the 
project included an amphithe- 
ater, a special road and condo- 
miniums, but a lawsuit 
settlement changed the plans. 
The current area lies along the 
perimeter of the district, not 
inside it, Voyles said. 

“The compromise is what 
you see,” he said, adding “(the

original project) was a much 
grander plan." 

Though the years of delays 
were frustrating, they ended 
up being a blessing in disguise 
for the Downtown Develop 
ment Authority. The DDA col- 
lects money for community 
projects each year, and be- 
cause of the delays, the money 
accumulated. 

“Being that it took ten years 
actually worked in our be- 
half,” Voyles said. 

A common misconception is 
that the project was funded 


from residents’ tax money. 
However, the project was 
funded primarily by tax dol- 
lars generated from area busi- 
nesses. Voyles said. 

One of the beautification 
measures was burying the util 
ity lines, to “make it look bet- 
ter," Voyles said. They also put 
in new street lights and side- 
walks. For this, they had to get 
easements, or legal permission 
to do the work from the busi 
ness owners. This part of the 
project took six months and in- 
volved letter writing, legal 
matters, etc. 

“This gives us a right to 
build this thing, but now we 
have to maintain it,” Voyles 
said. “It could have been a real 
problem if property owners 
didn’t cooperate.”

Help is available 

To the editor: 

I work as a medical claims 
adjuster for an auto insur- 
ance carrier. The cover story 
of June 11 by Ivan Helfman 
raised some questions which 
I believe warranted further 
explanation/clarification 
since the following would ap- 
ply: 

Work loss benefits are 
payable for three years from 


the date of loss, providing 
there is an objective disabil- 
ity. Therefore. Mr. and Mrs. 
Thornton would have been 
eligible to 85 percent of their 
gross wages from July 8 1994 
to July 7 1997. 

Also, if unable to perform 
daily chores (shopping, 
cleaning etc.), they would be 
eligible for $20/day each for 
a chore provider, for the 
same three-year period. 

All reasonably incurred 
medical expenses related to 
the care, recovery and reha- 
bilitation for injuries related 
to the auto accident are 
payable for life. 

This includes medications 
and 21 cents per mile, 
mileage reimbursement. To 
seek medical treatment (un- 
der some circumstances) bus 
or cab fare would be covered 
as well as parking fees. 

Workers medical benefits 
(known as PIP benefits-Per- 
sonal Injury Protection Ben- 
efits) are paid based on the 
following order of priority 
(regardless of fault): 

• Your own auto insurance. 

• The auto insurer of a 
spouse or resident relative. 

• If A and B do not apply, 
then PIP benefits can be 
sought from the State of 
Michigan. 

The only exception is that 
no PIP benefits are paid to 
the driver of his/her own 
uninsured vehicle. 

Other examples where PIP 
coverage applies: You are hit 
by an auto as a pedestrian; 


You are hit by an auto as a 
bicyclist; You are a passen- 
ger in a vehicle. 

They had three years from 
the date of loss to settle. 
They did not need an attor- 
ney to settle. 

If unable to perform for- 
mer occupation, they would 
be eligible for free job place- 
ment/retraining. 

My questions are: 

• If they are still disabled, 
why are they not receiving 
work loss benefits? 

• How much did each re- 
ceive as a liability settle- 
ment, and why are they 
broke in less than a year? 
(Most companies offer to 
structure settlements invest- 
ing the money in an annuity 
which can considerably in- 
crease the settlement. The 
Thornton’s would have had 
control over when, how often 
and in what amounts the an- 
nuity paid them). 

• Why are there unpaid 
hospital/medical bills? It 
does not matter that they 
were ineligible for medical 
insurance, the auto policy 
would pay. 

• Also, if permanently in- 
jured, why did they settle so 
quickly? 

I think it would be inter- 
esting to know the answers to 
my questions.

There is an adage that the 
only person who likes change 
is a baby with a wet diaper.

Knowing the process enables 
us to more successfully man- 
age change. 

Step One • The Status Quo 

The status quo or the pre- 
sent situation is one in which 
we become gradually more 
and more comfortable with 
our routines. In fact, some 
have said that the only differ- 
ence between a rut and the 
grave is the depth of the hole. 
Another way of putting it is to 
say that we know we are in 
trouble when the rim of our rut 
becomes our horizon. The 
most extreme point of view on 
this is the philosophy that says, 
“Life is a race between incom- 
petence and death and the 
best we.can hope for is a tie.” 
So the status quo has some 
downside risks. 

Cognitive dissonance 


Step One - The Status Quo 

The status quo or the present situation is 
one where we become gradually more com- 
fortable. 

Step Two - Cognitive Dissonance 

This is defined as mental discomfort. 

Step Three - Incubation 

During this state we often toss and turn at 
night 

Step Four - Action 

Changing new behaviors is the hard part. 


This is defined as “mental 
discomfort” and is often 
caused when change is thrust 
upon us. The loss of a loved 
one, an unexpected health 
problem, a divorce. Being pas- 
sed over for a promotion, a 
poor performance review. All 
of these cause us to experi- 
ence mental discomfort. The 
irony is that even though this is 
very difficult to go through, it 
also produces within each of 
us the strongest motivation to 
change thereby reducing the 
discomfort. For some it may in- 
volve a religious conversion. 
For others it may stimulate us 
to go back to school to upgrade 
professional credentials. For 
others it may cause an inner 
search for insights, and for 


others it may lead to a change 
in careers. The need to change 
also leads us to ask for the ad- 
vice or feedback from others, 
in many cases advice that we 
were not willing to listen to 
when we were in the status 
quo stage. This new informa- 
tion brings us to the third 
stage. 

Step Three - Incubation 

During this state we often 
toss and turn at night and find 
ourselves fighting the new ad- 
vice or insights gained in stage 
two. We have many debates 
with ourselves and with others 
on the pros and cons of chang- 
ing versus staying the same. 
This stage may last for a long 
time as we try to find a way to 


resolve the dissonance without 
really having to change. Victor 
Frankl wrote about the in- 
sights he had as a prisoner in a 
Nazi concentration camp dur- 
ing World War II. He decided 
that no matter what was done 
to him he had the power to 
choose how he would react. A 
philosopher said, “If it doesn’t 
kill you, it makes you stron- 
ger.” Both of these insights 
come from long hours of incu- 
bation. Eventually, we come 
through the contemplation 
with a resolve to take control 
of our situation and make the 
necessary changes. This takes 
us to the final stage. 

Step Four - Action 

In many ways this is the 
toughest step. It is easy to 
think about changing, but actu- 
ally trying our new behaviors 
is the hard part. Without ac- 
tion the change process is not 
complete. 

Then, just about the time 
when we think things are on an 
even keel, the cycle of the four 
steps of change begins anew. 

The important question to 
ask yourself is: 

Which step are you on?

may take place for her leader- 
ship position. 

Councilman Randy Gear 
would love to rise to that posi- 
tion in his ultimate quest to 
some day become mayor. No 
other candidate to date has an- 
nounced such aspirations. 

In the year that could again 
spell doom for some incum- 
bents, long term Councilmen 
Jimmie Raspberry and Ellis 
Pennington and first term 
Councilman Michael Prybyla 
(who ended in a tie vote with 
Mary Collins his first time out) 
could be hard pressed for re- 
election. 

Some feel that Councilmen 


Gear and William Wadsworth 
are the only two council per- 
sons sure of re-election, but in 
a town so badly divided on the 
environmental well issue even 
that contains no guarantee. 

The challengers who face 
an early edge in the council 
campaign include perennial 
candidate Collins, truck 
dealer William Crova, anti- 
well spokeswoman Debby Ro- 
maic, Zoning Board of Appeals 
Chairman Stanley Kreft and 
deep well site property owner 
John Ryznar. 

But since door to door cam- 
paigning has always proved a 
powerful tool in getting elec- 
ted even such lesser known 
names including Steve Boss- 
idis, Tony Heimberger and 
Jeaunine Wafer-Frison could 
stage upset wins if they con- 


duct energetic campaigns. 

Several candidates’ nights 
are being talked about in the 
hopes that the election will not 
be decided on one issue 
alone-that of the environmen- 
tal deep well. 

While most observers feel 
that McAnally is not unbeata- 
ble, they do feel that Oakley 
will have to run an extremely 
active campaign and will have 
to provide a strong personal vi- 
sion for the future of Romulus, 
if he has any hopes of beating 
McAnally. 

To date Oakley has re- 
mained extremely quiet on his 
campaign plans and many of 
his supporters hope he will not 
wait until after the primary 
season to speak out on critical 
city-wide issues. 

But the one thing that all 


agree on is that both the mayor 
and council races could be- 
come bitter before election 
day. 

Once the winners are an- 
nounced in early November, 
insiders say, the city will be 
primed for another two years 
of divisive city dialogue and le- 
gal battles.

The idea is to build a car that is consistent 
and to have a driver that is the same way. Or drive the family 
grocery getter, as I said speed is not the winner in the sportsman 
classes. Cars are put into a class by there E.T. 14 seconds and 
slower is what is called the street class and you will see cars 
from a mild Mustang to the gas economy Escort racing side by 
side. Only die slower Escort will get a head start. The finish and 
start will depend on how good the driver really is. Reaction time 
is die winner in most races and women have been known for 
great reacuon times. 

I had the pleasure to talk with two lady racers who are both 
famous behind the wheel, Sandy Bowman and Della Woods. 
Both women started racing in the middle 60's and they also 
started on the street!!! Something bodi drivers don’t recommend 
anymore. Sandy is well known at Milan Dragway where she has 
taken Rookie of the Year, and Female Driver of the Year 4 times. 
Sandy's 1 1 second 120 mph plus Chevy Nova is one of the most 
feared cars at the track. In the pits Sandy's nickname is “The 
Granny From Ypsiland" her family is always with her, including 
her husband Billy who is the crew chief. Sandy has a daughter 
and daughter-in-law who also race with her in their pit area. TTie 
grandchildren play and help out when the car needs some work. 
Not only is Sandy involved but the whole family is. 

D ella Woods took a different route on the way to fame, 
leaving the Woodward Scene behind. Racing back in the 
hey day of Motor City Dragway with Don Garlits, Roger Lin- 
damood and other names still known on the top fuel circuit. 
Della moved to fuel cars which are the wildest most unpredict- 
able cars running in drag racing. Also this is the class that is now 
running at over 300 mph in just 1/4 mile. Della with help from 
her brother who owned Bemella’s Speed Shop in Lake Orion 
and Dee her husband moved to the ranks as the fastest lady in 
drag racing, she was also the first lady in the Five Second 
Quarter Mile Club. Due to the high cost of the class, (over one 
million dollars per year.) And other family commitments, Della 
has been out ot racing tor a while. With the purchase ot a brand 
new foui' second funny car, Della will be returning to the circuit 
this year. Back in the late 60's Della had a problem getting a 
license to race. Even with twice die number of drivers required 
signing her lie. her original lie. should go to a museum framed 
with the heading of who’s who in drag racing. She had all the top 
names saying she was good enough for them to race side by side 
but the sanctioning organization still gave her a hard time. 

T his is not a Della or Sandy Story, but hopefully a little 
encouragement for more women to get involved in some- 
thing that is a lot of fun and not just a way for us men to get 
away from the family for the day.

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Dodge Intrepid provides power, 
controllability, family comfort

Over the weekend I had the 
rare opportunity to test two 
very different sedans. 

One ran on Premium Un- 
leaded, the other on oats. One 
had 214 horsepower, the other, 
one. One had spoked, wooden 
wheels the other, aluminum 
ones. One I nicknamed glue- 
bucket, the other I named the 
ULTIMATE FAMILY SEDAN. 

Both of my test vehicles 
were aggressive. King (a.k.a. 
glue bucket) decided to try and 
chase a rabbit into the woods 
while pulling the cart I was 
driving. 

The Dodge Intrepid was far 
more controllable. I pointed, 
and it went. The Intrepid pro- 
vided outstanding power with 
its 3.5L V6. It took four adults 
to Mackinac City in comfort by 
offering loads of legroom, im- 
pressive climate controls and 
fuel economy that rivals cars 
half its size. 


Unfortunately, once on the 
island King proved to be unre- 
liable as far as making it from 
point A to point B. To start 
with, an elderly woman with 
her walker beat us at the stop 
sign. I knew King was out- 
matched, the woman had a de- 
termined look that we would 
not beat her through the 
intersection. 

As far as luxury amenities 
are concerned, King’s cart had 
none. The Intrepid came with 
power windows and locks, 
power seats, anti-lock brakes, 
dual air bags, air conditioning, 
AM/FM stereo cassette, trac- 
tion control, leather interior 
and an anti-theft device. 

King came with a roof. 
Enough said. 

The Intrepid came to an as 
tested price of $25,615. King 
came to $40 for the hour. Trust 
me, the Intrepid is a much bet- 
ter bargain when you take all 
the factors into consideration. 

I know I sound like I am re- 


peating myself, but Chrysler 
has scored another winner. 
This is a great car from its ag- 
gressive Viperesque looks to 
its wonderful engine and spa- 
cious trunk, this car in nearly 
flawless. 

The only complaint that I 
could find was with the 
driver’s side window. I have 
read reports about the car 
where early versions had their 
windows fall off of the tracks. 
This did not occur, but the win- 
dow sounded like it was mis- 
aligned. None of the other 
windows experienced this 
type of behavior. 

The best part about the In 
trepid was that I did not have 
to hold a carrot in front of it in 
order to get it to move. Chrys- 
ler should not have to hold a 
carrot in front of buyers either. 
The Intrepid should win them 
over without any frills. 

How about a two door ver- 
sion for those of us who don’t 
need four doors? In my opin- 
ion it would be a hit.

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Strike! 

No end in sight for daily newspaper walkout, bargaining

As the newspaper strike 
and the advertising and sub- 
scription boycotts head into 
the second week, members of 
The Detroit News’ Western 
Wayne County bureau con 
tinue to trod on the picket line 
with 2,500 striking Detroit News 
and Detroit Free Press workers. 

Adjusting from reporting to 
picketing has not been easy for 
two bureau members, Robert 
Ankeny and Tom Nord. 

“It’s depressing not to be 
able to do a job that I’ve been 
doing for 30 years,” said West- 
land’s Robert Ankeny. “I’m not 
happy being on a picket line 
instead of reporting.” 

Ankeny - whose gray hair 
and mustache give him an air 
of distinction - is a founding 
member of Local 22 of the 
Newspaper Guild of Detroit. 

Last Thursday morning, as 
the heat wave waned, he pick- 
eted the News’ fortress - a 
three-story stone building that 
sits on its own block on 
Lafayette and Third streets in 
downtown Detroit. 

Reporters for both The News 
and The Free Press -- casually 
clad in T-shirts, shorts, cut-offs, 
and other dog-days-of- summer 
clothes - are taking turns pick 
eting the newspapers’ edi- 
torial offices. 

Despite the strike, The News 
and The Free Press continue to 
publish a combined edition, 
albeit one without much ad- 
vertising. 

“My job is being done by ed- 
itors and nonunion reporters,” 
Ankeny said. “It hurts to see 
my beat taken over by tran- 
sients.” 

Fortunately, he’s able to 
keep his writing skills sharp by 
freelancing for out-of-town 
publications. 

The ordeal is causing mixed 
feelings in Ankeny, who has 
been put in the position of hav- 
ing to ask his long-time 
readers not to buy The News. 

“When not picketing, I 
spend the rest of my day doing 
housework and phoning 


friends and relatives and ask- 
ing them to cancel their sub- 
scriptions.” 

Many have. 

Since his wife, Gloria, is a 
school teacher in Dearborn, 
Ankeny is not in dire financial 
straits. 

“Of course, it’s always a bur- 
den when you lose your pay. 
“And my health care expires 
next month,” he said. 

Despite the stress, Ankeny 
maintained a smile as he cir- 
cled the building, carrying a 
sign that said, “Do not adver- 
tise.” 

His peaceful protesting 
style was in contrast to the 
rabble-rousers who bellowed 
insults at suspected scabs. 

Taunts weren’t Ankeny’s 
style. To him the strike meant 
loyalty to his union’s cause. 

“It’s gratifying to see how 
much support we’re getting 
from our colleagues and fam- 
ily,” he said. “One top editor 
told us that no more than half- 
a-dozen reporters would walk 
out. He had a rude awaking 
when everybody left and when 
not one guild member crossed 
the line. 

“My wife and daughter, 
Leah, are in total support. 
They’ve picketed with me and 
attended our rallies.” 

Ankeny said he fears that 
the strike could last a long 
time. 

“Gannett did a lot of prepa- 
ration for this strike,” he said. 
“They brought in security men 
from all over the country, in- 
cluding 500 combat-boot- 
wearing guys from the West” 

Union literature described 
the men as “paramilitary 
guards” and “company goons.” 

If the strike drags on, An- 
keny said he might accept a 
job in public relations jobs. 

Nord, another low-key West- 
ern Wayne bureau reporter, 
picketed with Ankeny. 

“I never imagined that, in 


this day and age, I’d be walk- 
ing a picket line,” Nord said. 
“But I did a financial gut check 
and I’m ready for a long 
strike.” 

A tall, broad Baby Huey of a 
man in his late 20s, Nord has 
been with The News for nine 
months. He expects a long 
strike. 

“Gannett doesn’t want to 
deal with unions,” he said. 
“They’re doing everything they 
can to beat us.” 

Single, Nord said that he 
might have to get a part-time 
job to weather the strike. 

“I like Detroit - it’s a great 
newspaper town,” he said. “I 
don’t want to move.” Nord re- 
cently came here from 
Saginaw, 

As for the strike’s fallout, he 
said: “Nobody enjoys walking 
on a picket line. And Western 
Wayne County’s readers are 
missing one more voice that 
provided in-depth news cover- 
age. The out-of-town scabs 
don’t have the sources or in- 
sight that the regular reporters 
had.” 

Despite the line’s discom- 
fort, Nord spends most of his 
time picketing. 

“It’s easier for me to get 
here than for most of the 
others,” he said. 

Since Monday, the striking 
editors, reporters, and photo- 
graphers have combined to 
form a new on-line newspaper, 
The Detroit Journal -- “an at- 
tempt to fill the information 
and opinion gap,” according to 
its first editorial. 

Not available in print, the 
paper may be accessed on the 
Internet’s World Wide Web at 
http:// www.rust.net/workers/ 
strike.html. Public libraries 
with access to the MetroNet 
server can access the news- 
paper’s articles but not its pho- 
tographs or graphics. 

So far, no articles by Ankeny 
or Nord have appeared.

An unexpected call was re- 
cently received by Margo 
Dewey, Michigan Community 
N ewspaper news editor/ 
reporter. 

Current Affair reporter 
Jason Goodman was on the 
line asking if he could inter- 
view Dewey about the news 
story s.*e put together on 
Loretta Pullins. 

Pullins, 18, found out last 
fall she was pregnant. Approx- 
imately two months into her 
pregnancy, she found a lump 
on her shoulder. She decided 
to go to the doctor to find out 
what the unusual mass could 
be. 

The Wayne Memorial High 
School graduate was told by 
her doctor she had cancer 


(Hodgkins). She made the cou- 
rageous decision to risk her 
own life and not have chemo- 
therapy or radiation in order 
to save the life of her baby. 

The story has a happy end- 
ing as Pullins successfully de- 
livered her baby daughter 
Alana Kieren Pullins May 16. 
Pullins is now undergoing che- 
motherapy, and the treatment 
is having a positive effect. 

Goodman arrived at the 
newspaper office in Wayne to 
interview Dewey in person 
July 11. 

He wanted to know how she 
found out about Pullins. She 
told him that it was Pullins’ 
former English teacher, JoAnn 
Abate, who called Dewey to 
ask her to write a story hoping

the community would assist 
the 18- year-old with her finan- 
cial needs. 

Dewey not only wrote the 
story, but she also organized a 
community- wide baby shower 
and took Pullins on a shopping 
spree to Target in Westland. 

Target allowed Pullins to 
purchase up to $200 worth of 


baby items. 

Goodman also asked Dewey 
if she has hope for Pullins’ sur- 
vival. She said she believes 
there is more than just hope 
and that another miracle is 
right around the corner. 

The Current Affair interview 
took place at the Michigan 
Community Newspaper office, 


35540 Michigan Ave., in Wayne. 
Dewey said the experience of 
being on the other side of the 
interview was enjoyable. 

“I especially enjoyed it be- 
cause of the content of the in- 
terview,” Dewey said. 
“Helping someone like Loretta 
is a reward in itself. My mother 
always reminds me that the 


greatest gift in life is to hel 
those who cannot h 
themselves. 

“Loretta is a very coura- 
geous young woman who has a 
lot to offer her daughter." 

The interview with Dewey is 
expected to appear on Current 
Affair tonight at 6 p.m. on chan 
nel 62 CBS.

Reporter takes ‘fantasy’ drag racing adventure

The press release starts: 
“Have you ever fantasized 
about driving your vehicle 100 
mph, jump six feet high, and 
land without injury to yourself 
or your vehicle?” 

At the VIP day for the Sev- 
enth Annual Great Northern 
Challenge VIP Day, reporters 
got a chance to experience this 
excitement first-hand. A jour- 
nalist's curiosity cannot be sat- 
isfied through mere 
observation. One must experi- 
ence such excitement first- 
hand in order to write about it. 

The day’s events took place 
at the Milan International 
Dragway on Friday. Exhaust 
fumes and dirt polluted the 
air. One could barely hear 
through the roaring engines of 
the specially-modified pick-up 
trucks used for the stunts. For 
those who make their living by 
racing these trucks and doing 
the stunts, this was heaven. 

As I suited up for the adven- 
ture, I knew there was no turn- 
ing back. I pulled on my red 
jump suit, fire-proof socks, and 


helmet and knew that if I was 
going to die, at least I’d be hav- 
ing fun. My driver was 19- year- 
old Robin Schultz, a female 
college student who races 
these trucks on the side. She 
has been driving these trucks 
since she got her driver’s li- 
cense three years ago. She was 
bitten by the racing bug be- 
cause her father drove, too. 

She assured me she would 
be careful and that there was 
nothing to be afraid of. 

As one crew worker said, 
“You’re safer out there than on 
the road.” 

Schultz is cut out for racing. 
She said she has always been 
competitive, and loves to win. 
Her calm, level-headed de- 
meanor will be a definite asset 
should she continue to pursue 
off-road truck racing. 

We looped the track four 
times. I was a little disap- 
pointed that we weren’t going 
faster after I realized how 
much fun it was. Sure, it was a 
little uncomfortable inhaling 
and swallowing all the dirt 
fTom the track, but it was still 
fun. I could feel every bump 
and curve acutely. I even let

out little shrieks as if I were on 
a roller coaster. All my ut- 
terances were stifled by the 
roar of the engine. 

After the ride was over, I 
learned that those trucks typ- 
ically hit speeds of 100 mph 
out on the track. Schultz only 
hit about 70 mph, or typical 
rush-hour speed, but I could 
understand why. If I was a 
truck racer and I had a para- 
noid journalist sitting in my 
passenger seat, I would be ex- 
tra careful too. After all, if the 
journalist is killed, then who 


will be on the scene to write 
about the fatality? 

Underneath her racing 
jump suit, Schultz is just a typi- 
cal college student trying to 
support herself. She works as a 
cashier and lives in Kenosha, 
Wise. 

About racing, she said “I 
love the eompetition--the 
smell of victory. I’ve always 
been competitive.” 

While I made the rounds of 
tiie track before my big ride, I 
met Ivan “Ironman” Stewart, 
the first name in off-road truck 


racing. When I saw him. I 
could easily understand how 
he got his name. He was about 
6 feet tall, blonde and muscu- 
lar. He looked as though he 
were made from iron. All 
solid, metal, and sturdy. 

“Ironman’s” main claim to 
fame is his success in the Baja 
500 and 1000 races in Mexico, 
w’here he rode solo. Riding 
solo might not seem like a big 
deal until one learns that the 
route is all dirt, desolate, and 
in the desert. If you got hurt, 
you had no one to turn to. If 
you wiped out, it might be days 
before anyone found you. 

“Ironman” first did this suc- 
cessfully in 1975, winning $500. 
He has never been a man to 
shy away from challenges, in 
fact, he thrives on them. He 
continues to race solo. 

When asked about whether 
all this danger was worth the 


risk to his life, he said, “You 
can get killed walking across 
the street. We learn a lot about 
safety.” He added that racing 
is a “calculated risk.” 

As a child, “Ironman” al- 
ways enjoyed competing. “I’ve 
always been competitive,” he 
said. “I love the thrills--the 
smell of fuel, the fans, the 
sponsors.” 

Public Communications 
representative Robert 
Guenther was like a kid in a 
candy store. 

“It’s really intense doing 
this kind of thing,” he said as 
he walked around, talking to 
the drivers and talking about 
the trucks. 

Major auto companies such 
as Chrysler and Ford typically 
use tracks such as the one in 
Milan to test their trucks. The 
off-road track in Milan is one 
of only two in the nation.

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Spectacular scenery 

Natural beauty highlighted in waterfall from Mother Nature

Although not as breath-tak- 
ing as Niagara, the scenery 
surrounding Tahquamenon 
Falls provides it with a unique 
charm. 

The upper falls has a drop 
of nearly 50 feet and is 200 feet 
across, and the lower falls -- 
four miles downstream - is 
smaller is size but equal in 
beauty. 

The Tahquamenon River, 
which empties into Lake Supe- 
rior, drains hundreds of acres 
of the Tahquamenon Swamp, 
meandering some 70 miles un 
til it widens to 200 feet at the 
falls. 

Students of poetry will re- 
call Longfellow’s Hiawatha, 
based on the Tahquamenon 
River setting. The river was a 
major means of transportation 
for the native Americans and 
the fish - trout, bass and wal- 
leyes - provided them with 
food. 

From June 15 through early 
October, the Toonerville Trol- 
ley and Hiawatha Riverboat 
convey tourists through the 
Wooded countryside to the 
falls. Tourists first ride the 
ty'ain, and then are transferred 
to a boat to complete their 
jiourney to the falls. 

The trip begins at 10:30 a.m. 
and ends at approximately 5 
p.m. Along the way, tourists 
can usually get a glimpse of a 


few deer along the waterway 
and, perhaps, a bear. 

Snacks and beverages are 
available on board the boat, 
and the operators don’t seem 
to mind if you bring a small 
cooler along with your picnic 
supplies. 

On a trip earlier this month, 
the writer saw a bear cub 
along the side of the railroad 
tracks and two deer near the 
river. Many water fowl and 
small animals also can be 
sighted along the way. 

The trip is a popular one in 
the early fall when tourists 
come to see the fall color 
changes, along with viewing 
the falls. 

The wilderness tour began 
operations in 1927 on a section 
of old logging rails, and a nar- 
row gauge railroad track was 
built the following year. An 
early passenger dubbed the 
train “Toonerville Trolley” af- 
ter a cartoon strip, and a boat, 
The Tahquamenon, carried 
passengers on an eight-hour 
trip. 

In the early 1930s. a larger 
boat built was built, and then 
replaced in 1964 with the “Hia- 
watha,” the 250-seat boat 
which is currently in use. 

Visitors who want to hike 
into the area can use either 
the North Country Trail and 
the Fox River Trail. 

• The North Country Trail, 
which will someday connect 
Maine and North Dakota,

winds through the Upper Pen- 
insula. From Grand Marais, 
the trail passes the mouth of 
the Tahquamenon River, then 
turns east to the Two-Headed 
River, south to Betsey Lake, 
crosses County Road 500 and 
goes into the Tahquamenon 
State Park where it merges 
with the Natural Areas 
Pathways. 

• The Fox River Pathway 
starts at the Seney Township 
campground on the Fox River, 
which is a take out point for a 
lot of canoe trips. The trail is 
27.5 miles long, and is only 
lightly traveled. At the end of 
the trail, hikers are four miles 
away by road from Twelve Mile 
Beach in the Pictured Rocks 
National Lakeshore.

$2 million success 

Auto theft task force 
recovers stolen vehicles 


During 1994. more than $2 
million of stolen vehicles and 
parts were recovered by an 
anti-auto theft consortium. 

In addition. 262 stolen vehi- 
cles were recovered, accord- 
ing to Lt. Sandra Miller, 
commanding officer of the 
Western Wayne Narcotics and 
Western Wayne Auto Theft 
Elimination Effort (WWATEE). 

WWATEE 
board of directors are Sump- 
ter Township Police Chief 
Clinton Brown, vice chairman; 
Canton Township Public 
Safety Director- John San- 
tomauro, project director; Ink- 
ster Police Chief Terry Colwell 
and Van Buren Township Pub- 
lic Safety Director Mark 
Perkins, board members. 

Other members of the board 
are Chairperson Chip Snider, 
Northville Township, and 
board members Inspector 
James Arthur of Detroit, Cap- 
tain James Gage of the Michi-- 
gan State Police and 
Commander John Walker of 
the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department. 

was formed on May 1. 1987, 
through a one-year grant 
funded by the Automobile 
Theft Prevention Authority. 
Due to the success of the unit 
and the continuing need for 


auto theft investigative ser- 
vices, the original grant has 
been extended through suc- 
ceeding years. 

The consortium will be the 
recipient of nearly three quar 
ters of a million dollars in 
grant monies during 1995. 

The main goal of this pro- 
gram is to detect, investigate, 
apprehend, and prosecute in- 
dividuals and groups who com- 
mit auto theft related crimes 
that impact on western Wayne 
County. Emphasis is placed on 
organized groups, particularly 
chop shops. Auto theft investi- 
gation and surveillance ser- 
vices are available to all 
communities, but priority is 
given to those agencies which 
contribute personnel to the 
effort. 

During 1994, the task force 
was comprised of officers from 
Inkster. Northville Township, 
Sumpter Township. Van Buren 
Township, the Wayne County- 
Sheriffs’s Department, and 
the Michigan State Police. 

Canton Township Police De- 
partment has sponsored and 
housed the project since its 
inception.

AIM is a juvenile delin- 
! quency diversion and treat- 
; ment program based in 
; Westland, that accepts clients 
; through referrals from the 
; court system, police and youth 
i assistance program of West- 
! land. In its seventh year of op- 
; eration, AIM offers youths and 
families a second chance at re- 
; organizing their lives after re- 

■ peated juvenile crime or 
; delinquency problems. 

; The Huegli Award has been 
; given each year since 1988 by 

• UCS to a current program of 

• any public or private non- 
! profit organization operating 
J in the Wayne, Oakland or Mac- 


omb counties. AIM received a 
$1,000 award from the Commu- 
nity Foundation for South- 
eastern Michigan. 

AIM was created in 1989 to 
respond to the increasing juve- 
nile delinquency problems in 
Wayne County. The core ser- 
vices of AIM are family-fo- 
cused and include home-based 
counseling, behavioral con- 
tracting, parenting courses, 
life skills groups, community 
work service and a recre- 
ational component. 

Statistics now show that 
AIM is successful. Out of 331 
families who have completed 
AIM since is inception, 78 per- 
cent have not had further con- 
tact with the juvenile court 
system. A follow-up system 
was developed to measure re- 
cidivism, accomplished by a 
record check that takes place 
six months after completion of 
the program. Subsequent 
checks occur at 12, 18 and 24 
months. Success is only mea- 


sured if the clients lacks fur- 
ther contact with the juvenile 
justice system. 

“Evidence suggest that fam- 
ily functioning is often a factor 
in many delinquency cases. 
AIM’s emphasis on helping the 
entire family is what makes it 
so successful,” said AIM Pro- 
gram Manager Jim Thomas. 

AIM’s service area includes 
Wayne, Westland, Canton, 
Ecorse, Garden City, Inkster, 
Lincoln Park, Livonia, Plym- 
outh, Redford, River Rouge, 
Riverview, Romulus, South- 
gate, Trenton, Wyandotte and 
Detroit Police Precincts 3, 4, 8, 
10 and 12. 

This isn’t the first time a 
Family Service program has 
received the Huegli Award. 
The agency’s Parent-Infant Be- 
ginnings (PIB) program won 
the award of its kind in 1988. 
PIB, celebrating its 10th anni- 
versary this year, offers expec- 
tant parents volunteer 
mentors and assessment.

nized auto theft groups do not 
confine themselves to one 
community any more than do 
drug traffickers. Auto thieves 
also operate throughout the 
Detroit metropolitan area, ne- 
cessitating a multi-jurisdic- 
tional response. 

Compounding the problem 
is that local agencies rarely 
have sufficient resources 
available to independently ad- 
dress a property type crime. 
Due to their volatile nature, 
drugs, and violent crime must 
receive priority response from 
police administrators. 

Recognizing that motor ve- 
hicles are the second most ex- 
pensive items that people will 
ever buy and own, it is impor- 
tant that ownership rights be 
protected. Theft of an auto- 
mobile is a very personal and 
traumatic experience for the 
victim. With the introduction 
of “carjackings,” it has also be- 
come increasingly dangerous. 

The “chop shop,” or strip- 
ping of stolen vehicles for a 
black market parts distribu- 
tion network, continues to be a 
major factor contributing to 
Michigan’s auto theft problem. 
Abandoned and residential 
garages that can easily conceal 
dismantled cars appear to be a 
choice locations to operate 
these chop shops and “retag” 
rings. Many of these vehicles 
receive new and “legitimate” 
identities which are difficult 
for the average patrol officer 
to detect. 

Cars are also stolen as 
“quick strips” for the cash 
value of unideritifiable, easily 
disposable parts such as tires, 
radios, and rear window 
assemblies. 

Dealerships, shopping 
malls, and apartment and air- 
port hotel complexes are at- 
tractive marketplaces for 
these types of thefts. 

• 

Van Buren Township/Detroit 

In June of 1994, WWATEE 
received information through 
the HEAT Tipline of sus- 
picious activity by an automo- 
tive parts customer at an area 
business. The suspect was buy- 
ing severely damaged newer 
model luxury vehicles from a 
local salvage yard. The sus- 
pect’s primary concern was 
that the vehicles had “clear” 
rather than “salvage- 
branded” titles. Because the 
suspect then transferred own- 
ership of the vehicles into his 
name through the “Quick Ti- 
tle” process in Lansing, but 
never took the actual physical 
delivery of the vehicles them- 
selves, officers suspected a po- 
tential insurance fraud 
scheme. 

Over the next several 
months, officers carefully 
monitored all titling and finan- 
cial activity related to these 
vehicles. 

Altogether, the suspect pur- 
chased 40 extensively dam- 
aged vehicles from the salvage 
yard, paying the business a to- 
tal of $266,781. Shortly thereaf- 
ter, information was received 
that the ownership of each ve- 
hicle was once again being 
transferred. The suspect ap- 
peared to be “selling” the vehi- 
cles to a few select car 
dealerships. The vehicles 
were then “bought” by nu- 
merous individuals who were 
known associ'.tes of the sus- 
pect while the physical shells 
remained at the salvage yard, 
each vehicle was resold, fi- 
nanced, and insured. In Au- 
gust., the first “phantom” 
vehicle was reported stolen. 
The scheme was complete, as 


the fraud ring had already re- 
ceived nearly three quarters of 
a million dollars in financing 
prior to submitting any fraudu- 
lent insurance claims. 

WWATEE investigators then 
prepared 33 search warrants 
and organized 43 law enforce- 
ment officers from 10 agencies 
into teams of two in order to 
execute the warrants, seize 
documentation evidence, and 
interview over 20 suspects. 
Searches were concluded in 15 
cities through the metro- 
politan area, including the city 
of Detroit. Three individuals, 
including the suspected king- 
pin, were arrested on felony 
charges of obtaining money 
under false pretenses over 
$100. 

While the case investigation 
continues, the volume of proof 
grows. Over 3000 pieces of evi- 
dence were seized. The case 
documentation fills six vol- 
umes of books. Evidence has 
been uncovered implicating 
employees at two well known 
car dealerships, insurance 
agents, and three current law 
enforcement officers. At least 
30 additional arrests are antic- 
ipated. The victim insurance 
and finance companies are re- 
questing restitution of nearly 
one million dollars in losses. 

• 

Romulus/Detroit 

A fake “yard release” form 
started an investigator from 
WWATEE on the trail of a 1992 
Chevrolet Yukon which was as- 
sembled with stolen parts. The 
suspect had dealt with Tech- 
Cor of Romulus on many occa- 
sions and knew what a valid 
yard release form looked like. 
He then drafted a bogus re- 
lease for a wrecked 1994 
Blazer on his home computer. 
He later enlisted a friend to 
act as a middleman to get the 
1994 vehicle out of Tech-Cor’s 
impound yard. Once the to- 
taled 1994 Blazer was dropped 
on a street comer in Detroit, 
the suspect went to work tak- 
ing parts off of at least three 
different Chevrolet Blazers to 
make one 1992 Chevrolet 
Yukon with 16,000 miles on it. 
Once the WWATEE investiga- 
tor found and questioned the 
suspect’s friend, the pieces fell 
into place. The suspect, who 
runs an auto recovery and sal- 
vage yard in Detroit, had a new 
Chevrolet Blazer frame sitting 
in his yard. 

Since the identification nu- 
mbers on the frame were miss- 
ing, he decided to build a 
whole truck from stolen parts. 
The defendant eventually pled 
guilty in Wayne County. He 
subsequently lost a major in- 
surance company contract to 
scrap out salvage vehicles, lost 
“his” Yukon, and will more 
than likely lose his license to 
deal in auto recovery and sec- 
ond parts. 

• 

Huron Township 

Huron Township Police De- 
partment requested assistance 
with the identification of vehi- 
cles found in the garage of a 
residence on Sibley Road. Offi- 
cers had discovered these ve- 
hicles when the fire 
department responded to a 
fire at the residence which 
had caused extensive damage. 

One of the vehicles found in 
the garage was a 1993 Ford 
Ranger pickup with the public 
VIN plate missing. The second 
vehicle was a 1992 Mazda/Ford 
Explorer-Navajo, with a pro- 
duction number of 00001. 

Investigators eventually ob- 
tained a two count warrant for 
receiving and concealing 
stolen property Over $100. The 
suspect, a Dearborn resident, 
had mistakenly thought his 
cache would be well hidden in 
such a rural area.

Car washing isn’t their ex- 
pertise, but the staff of J.B.’s 
Place rolled up their sleeves 
and cleaned cars to raise 
funds for the University of 
Michigan Trauma Burn Center. 

John Bota’s staff, customers 
and neighboring businesses 
worked together to raise $1,070 
for the trauma center. 

“I’ve done fund raisers for 
the burn center in the past, 
and I decided it was time to do 
one again,’’ said Bota, who 
handed a check for $1,070 to 
Deborah Trombley, program 
assistant for the burn center 
program. 

For Bota, the fund raising 
effort was nothing new. He has 
hosted fund- raisers for many 
local charities and is the top 
contributor to the Belleville 
High School athletic 
department. 

“Everyone pitched in. We 
got a great response from the 
community - a lot of support,” 
Bota said. “And, we also got a 
lot of cooperation from the 
nearby businesses.” 

Participating in the fund- 
raiser were Todd Atchinson, 
Cyndi Darosa, Brad Howell 
Jerry Jenkins, Carrie Ruble, 
Sheily Salemassi, Charles 
Wilson. Nicole Allen and Katie 
Polzen. Donations were given 
by Louise Leonard of Guys & 
Gals, Real Pizza, Belleville 
Barbecue and water for the 
car washing was provided by 
Brass Belle Restaurant. 

Bota has also hosted ftind- 
raising events for the Salva- 
tion Army, Goodfellow. the 
Lake Fest and the Belleville 
Band. 

Knowing the critical need to 
help burn victims. Bota said he 
was pleased to have been able 
to sponsor a successful fund- 
raising event. 

The Trauma Burn Center 


was originally founded in 1959 
as the University of Michigan 
Burn Center -- one of the first 
such centers in the United 
States. 

It developed an interna 
tional reputation for leader 
ship in patient care and 
rehabilitation since its 
opening. 

It became the Trauma Burn 
Center after adding the capa- 
bility of caring for a wide vari- 
ety of traumatic injuries, in 
addition to burns. The medical 
staff cares for people who suf- 
fer multiple injuries, and often 
life-threatening or limb- 
threatening injuries. 

How quickly patients re- 
ceive treatment can mean the 
difference between life and 
death or the chance of recov- 
ery. said a hospital spokesman. 
At the University of Michigan, 
medical specialists are avail- 


able on- site 24 hours a day, 
and the trauma radio commu- 
nications systems allows them 
to assemble the trauma team 
before the patient arrives. 

The facility is verified as a 
Level 1 Adult Trauma Center 
and a Pediatric Regional Re- 
source Center in Washtenaw 
County by the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons (ACS). 
Trauma centers offer all the 
specialized services, equip- 
ment and medical staff that 
are required to treat a variety 
of serious injuries. 

Patients receive care from a 
team of specialized medical 
professionals, from admission 
through rehabilitation. 

The University of Michi- 
gan’s surgery, trauma and re- 
habilitation programs rank 
among the top in the country. 

The trauma team for both 
adults and children includes: 


trauma surgeons; occupa- 
tional, respiratory, physical 
and speech therapists; dieti- 
tians and nutritionists; reha- 
bilitation physicians; social 
workers, orthopedic surgeons, 
plastic surgeons, and 
neurosurgeons. 

The Center’s nursing staff is 
trained in trauma care with 
added experience in pedi- 
atrics. neurology, orthopedics, 
emergency care, burn care, la- 
bor and delivery, and psychi- 
atric nursing. 

Patients also benefit from 
the centralized operation. The 
trauma team comes to the 
Trauma Burn Center to pro- 
vide medical care, so the pa- 
tients are not moved around 
the hospital. One primary 
Trauma Burn Center nurse is 
assigned to each pa;ient 
throughout treatment to en- 
sure quality care is provided.

Teen needs donations 
to take educational trip

Seventeen-year-old Paul 
Olney refuses to give up on 
life, even though he feels it has 
given him some hard knocks. 

Paul’s father left home 
when he was only two years of 
age. About a decade later, Paul 
himself was removed from his 
home by Protective Services 
for about a year. 

Paul had a few minor 
brushes with the law while 
outside his home, but luckily 
escaped being charged and 
thus never developed a juve- 
nile record. 

After returning home at age 
15, Paul experienced more 
family problems but decided 
to stick it out until he reached 
the age of 17. 

At that time, Paul moved in 
with friends as his family rela- 
tions became strained. Re- 
markably since moving out, he 
admits, his relationship with 
his mother has improved. 

Romulus Police Youth Offi- 
cer Rose Cooper feels Paul 
could easily have fallen 
through the cracks in society’s 
safety net in past years, by 
committing crimes or joining a 
youth gang to get attention. 

But instead, Paul’s dogged 
determination to succeed got 
him involved in school activ- 
ities, including the Romulus 
Eagles football team, and lead 
to his getting a job. 

Since he wasn’t living at 
home, Cooper said, Paul felt 
he needed extra money to sur 
vive. But after working long 
hours, he found his school 
work beginning to suffer. 

Unlike many youth of his 
age, Paul quit his job (not 
school) and decided to go to 
summer school to earn the 
needed credits to graduate. 

Recently Cooper met Paul 
when he got involved in a Ro- 
mulus High School student 
project with the Romulus Po- 
lice Department, in which the 
classmates painted over gang 
graffiti about town. 

Cooper proudly states that 
she is quite impressed with 
Paul’s battle against heavy 
odds and speaks out on his be- 
half every chance that she gets. 

Paul recently learned about 
the Student Travel Service 
Foundation, which arranges 
for students to travel abroad 
and live in different cultures, 
while attending schools 
overseas. 

Paul passed the founda- 
tion’s extensive screening for 
overseas applicants, STS 
Foundation area representa- 
tive Mark Przygocki reported. 
The screening checks include 
investigations into his charac-

ter, citizenship, adaptability 
and grade level. 

Paul now dreams of enter- 
ing schools in Sweden for his 
13th year in upper secondary 
schools, which will provide 
him with college credits. 

He has been able to scrape 
together $500 from his past 
earnings to put down as a de- 
posit on his dream. 

But now Paul is facing a 
very quick deadline of next 
Tuesday in which he needs to 
raise $4,500 for the exchange 
program. 

Cooper said that based on 
her five years experience as a 
youth officer, she feels com- 
fortablejoining Paul in his ap- 
peal for travel study funds. 

She said checks should be 
made out to S.T.S. Foundation 
and dropped off at the Ro- 
mulus Police Headquarters in 
care of Cooper. 

Cooper reminds the public 
that if Paul does not obtain his 
needed $4,500 by next Tuesday, 
he will have to cancel his 
plans to travel to Sweden this 
fall. 

In addition, Cooper reveals 
that S.T.S. Foundation is in 
need for local host families.

South Middle School 
teacher Pat Richards reminds 
parents that summer time is a 
good time to keep student 
skills current or work on prob- 
lem areas with an academic 
tutor. 

Richards volunteers to coor- 
dinate a list of teachers willing 
to tutor. 

“There is no such thing as a 
student who is a lost cause,” 
Richards said. 

Seventeen certified 
teachers in almost all subject 
areas are available for tuto- 
ring either in the child’s home, 
the tutor’s home, or some other 
location like a local library. 

Parents can call the VBPS 
Administration Building 
(698-9123) for a list of tutors. 
Ask for Linda Chatzka, or the 
curriculum office. 

For advice on selecting a tu- 
tor, including tips on how to 
interview a prospective tutor, 
and what parents should know 
when negotiating a fee, call 
Pat Richards at 313-483-6057. 

Despite her recommenda- 
tions that parents enlist the 
aid of tutors for students in ac- 
ademic trouble, Richards ad- 
vises that parent remember 
the following: “No tutoring 
plan will work unless the stu- 
dent does.” 

During the summer, young 
children can lose a great deal 
of academic knowledge and 
skills gained during the school 
year, according to research 
studies. Math, spelling, and 
other language skills are areas 
particularly affected. 

But by participating in some 
[simple summertime arts edu- 
cation activities with children, 
parents can add fun to their 
children’s summer while help- 
ing them retain knowledge and 
giving them a head start on the 
. next school year. 

Here are some suggestions 
that parents may use to help 
their children develop their 


skills during the summer 
vacation. 

• Describing Favorite Sum- 
mer Family Vacations through 
Drawing - Drawing can help 
children to learn math, lan- 
guage, and spelling skills and 
to express thoughts and ideas. 
Encourage your child to draw 
pictures of favorite summer 
vacation places and activities 
and then count different 
shapes, identify items, and de- 
scribe scenes in the drawing. 

• Making a Collage of Sum- 
mer Activities - This activity 
assists children with classify- 
ing and organization skills. 
Create the collage by cutting 
pictures from colored paper, 
magazines, photos, and news- 
papers and pasting them onto 
paper. Older children can cut 
alphabet letters from maga- 
zines and spell out the names 
of games, toys, or summer 
foods. Have your child cut an 
paste pictures of animals, peo- 
ple, cars, or other items, then 
count, add, and subtract the 
images to practice math skills. 
For example, paste all the 
blue cars in one column and 
all the red cars in another, and 
add the two together. Remem- 
ber to praise all your child’s 
efforts. 

• Experiencing Summer- 
time Adventures Through 
Reading and Improvisation - 
Reading aloud helps enhance 
vocabulary, spelling, and lan- 
guage skills. Select books with 
timely themes, such as sum- 
mertime adventures, the 
ocean, or the outdoors, and 
read and discuss them with 
your child. Join your child in 
re-enacting the story, playing 
characters in the book. This 
activity builds language, vo- 
cabulary, and reading compre- 
hension skills, and helps chil- 
dren learn how to order 
events. Using learn to count 
books when re-enacting a story 
also reinforces math concepts.

History of Wayne County fair remembered 


She has seen everything 
from long-john weather in Au- 
gust to noisy “monster trucks" 
causing neighbors to 
complain. 

Fern Proctor, 73, is headed 
once again to the Wayne 
County Fair for the 43rd year. 

She first attended the fair in 
1952, when the main gate had 
only one worker, and her son 
was only three years old. Now, 
the gates have 40 to 50 workers, 
who work without pay. 

Proctor attended the 1952 
Wayne County Fair with her fa 
ther-in-law. Two weeks later, 
he died after falling in a barn, 
she said. Since he “loved to go 
to the fair,” she and her hus- 
band continued to go every 
year after he died. 

Although Proctor has never 
entered any crafts, livestock, 
or recipes into the fair, watch- 
ing children with their pro- 
jects has always been one of 
her favorite parts of the fair. 

“It’s good for the children to 
learn early how to get along 
with one another,” she said. 
The projects also help the chil- 
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Fern Proctor 

dren learn how to keep 
records. 

Proctor’s favorite attraction 
at the fair is seeing the crafts 
and quilts. 

“I always have to go in and 
see all the handiwork,” she 
said. 

Because she used to sew fre- 
quently, she said she espe- 
cially likes seeing the quilts 
people make for the fair. 


Proctor supervises gate op- 
erations which allows her to 
meet many people and get a 
first glance at the turnout. 

“We’re always glad to see 
people come back again," she 
said. 

“Being at the gate has al- 
ways been my main thing.” 

In the late 1960s. a shanty 
was built to house gate 
workers, money, and supplies 
for the workers. Proctor’s hus- 
band and son, Edwin, worked 
together on the project. 

Edwin Proctor said a vivid 
memory for him was when he 
hit his head on the roof of the 
bam the shanty was built in. 

Before the shanty was built, 
workers had to endure what 
ever weather came along. 

“If it rained, you just got 
wet, that’s all,” she said. 

Proctor adopts a motherly 
approach to supervising the 
gate workers, bringing them 
cold drinks when the weather 
gets hot. 

Cold weather struck the fair 
in 1974. Proctor said she had to 
call home, in Dundee, to have 


long underwear sent down for 
her husband. Though the fair 
this year takes place in July, it 
usually opens in August, she 
said. They changed the month 
because they could not book 
the carnival in August. 

The prototype for the Wayne 
County Fair took place in 
Northville, in the late 1940s. 
she said. Nineteen fifty two 
was the first year the fair was 
presented to children of all 
ages and adults at its current 
site in Van Buren Township, at 
1-94 and Belleville Road. 

Proctor graduated from 
Eastern Michigan University 
and was a teacher on and off 
for 10 years. She was a substi 
tute teacher for most of those 
years, so she could spend vaca- 
tion time with her husband. 

She lived on the farm on 
Proctor Road until 1971, when 
the farm was sold. She then 
moved to Dundee, because of 
the fertile soil and the nice 
community, she said. 

Proctor became a Wayne 
County Fair hoard member in 
1982 after her husband died.

Residents enjoy July 4 celebration

Successful last minute com- 
munity sponsored activities 
marking Romulus’ ‘25th birth- 
day this past J uly 4th weekend, 
have created the need for city 
recreational and volunteer 
leaders to discuss the timing of 
next year's festival programs. 

In the past decade the an- 
nual Romulus Festival has 
been conducted the same 
weekend as Michigan Week 
(third week of May) statewide. 

Rut this year, a last minute 
“snafu” voiding amusement 
rides for children, forced festi- 
val organizers to call off the 
scheduled May weekend city 
celebration. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
and city Parks and Recreation 
Director Brian Hitsky put out a 
hurried call for volunteer 
leadership in coordinating a 


25th birthday celebration. 

Within several weeks a host 
of programs were organized 
following several pre-planned 
events such as the Mayor’s 
Drug Task Force Golf Outing 
and the Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce’s circus outing to- 
ward the end cf June. 

The majority of the events 
were conducted between July 
1 and 4, with a full workday 
falling in the middle of the 
programs. With leap year oc- 
curring in 1996, July 4th will 
fall on Thursday creating an- 
other aborted three day week- 
end concept. 

Thus McAnally said repre- 
sentatives of the long-term Ro 
mulus Festival Committee and 
the emergency Romulus 
Hometown Celebration volun- 
teer group will have to meet 
soon to plan for 1996, partic- 
ularly if the decision is to 
switch permanently to the July 


4th period. 

Decisions also will have to 
be made as to which Home- 
town Celebration events will 
become annual projects, such 
as the Firefighters Waterball 
Tournament, horseshoe cham- 
pionship, classic car displays 
and Art in the Pane sales and 
demonstration session. 

Classic car owners and craf- 
ters usually plan their outings 
months in advance, so it is crit- 
ical that the city announce 
their plans soon, McAnally 
said. 

It. appears almost unani- 
mous that the Firefighters Wa- 
terball Tournament was such a 
crowd pleaser that it will con- 
tinue, no matter which time 
period is selected. 

Some of the programs were 
set up for only 1995, such as 
obviously the city’s 25th Anni- 
versary celebration.

Romulus officers begin ‘pedal patrol’

In response to the constant 
cry for increased communica- 
tion and more visibility of lo- 
cal police officers, five veteran 
Romulus policemen on now on 
stepped up bike patrols within 
the city. 

The specially trained offi 
cers, usually working in pairs, 
have been assigned to summer 
and fall bike duty to upgrade 
neighborhood patrols and to 
increase communication with 
local residents. 

Police Capt. Eric Painter 
said the five officers began 
their new duty cycles early in 
July and really proved their ef- 
fectiveness at the crowded 
July 4th festivities at Elmer 
Johnson Park. 

The officers include John 
Leacher, Terry Balewski, Terry 
Cox, Dwayne DeCaires and 
Matt Robertson. 

The city purchased three 
new Raleigh Police Mountain 
Bikes for the team and local 
Union 76 Service Station 
owner Yasel M. Berry of Mid-

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dlebelt Road donated a Top- 
anga Diamond Back bike to 
the program. 

The bikes that are con- 
structed to fit the physical size 
of the police rider are made 
also to handle rough urban or 
rural road conditions and are 
equipped with headlights, red 
and blue flashing police emer- 
gency lights and water bottles. 

“These patrols (usually two 
officers acting as a team) work 
adjustable hours, some even 
on midnight shifts," Painter 
said. 

They are assigned normal 
patrols, as well as residential 
areas where they can easily 
converse with the citizens and 
even have their photos taken 
with the public when re-

quested, he said. 

Each officer undergoes an 
official International Police 
Mountain Bike Association 
training course that is called 
“quiet, cost efficient and amaz- 
ingly effective.” 

Bike mounted officers are 
often able to approach sus 
pects virtually unnoticed, 
Painter said, and are espe 
cially effective in city park sit 
uations such as the recent 
fireworks celebration where 
thousands were on hand at 
Elmer Johnson Park. 

The training course teaches 
the officers to ride in all types 
of traffic conditions, off-road 
environments and gives them 
the skills to hop curbs, de- 
scend stairways and perform 
emergency maneuvers de 
signed to prevent crashes. 

Officers are also trained to 
be able to use their bikes as 
defensive tools in the case of 
an attack. 

Painter is hoping the men 
can continue using their bikes 
as late as October or Novem 
ber, depending on local 
weather conditions.

Romulus nurse institutes teen 
abstinence program at center

Concerned over the growth 
of teen pregnancies, sexual 
diseases and drug use in Ro- 
mulus, a local nurse practi- 
tioner is working to start a 
Michigan Abstinence Partner- 
ship program this fall. 

Nancy George, who is em- 
ployed at the Romulus Adoles- 
cent Health Center, feels that 
society cannot ask its youth to 
just say “no,” without being 
there to help support the teens 
face the consequences of their 
decisions. 

George is appealing to mem- 
bers of the local schools, 
churches, governmental units, 
businesses, service clubs and 
health care professionals, to 
join her in a meetine late in 


August to create the ground- 
work for such a group activity. 

The major emphasis facing 
the group is current teen 
health care problems, includ- 
ing pregnancies, sexual dis- 
eases as well as use of tobacco 
and other substances. 

Today’s teen years are be- 
coming more volatile because 
teens are learning to become 
more independent and self- 
sufficient, she said. Thus they 
are more willing to make 
choices based on their own 
value system or that of their 
peers. 

“We can no longer expect 
our children to simply say ‘no’ 
without our help. Families, 
schools, health professionals 
and communities must work 
together to help teens learn 
how to resist the negative pres- 


sures that are placed on 
them,” George said. 

Pointing at statistics closer 
to home, George said, teens 
are the fastest growing group 
being affected by the AIDS ep- 
idemic. In 1994 alone, she 
warned, 26 cases of gonorrhea 
and 20 cases of chlamydia 
were reported in Romulus. 

In addition, George relates, 
in 1993 the state department of 
public health reported there 
were 75 live births to Romulus; 
teens and that does not count 
the number of miscarriages 
and pregnancy terminations 
that year.
